27 — (UP)— The Baker Day atom- 
ic bomb may claim another capital 
ship fatality in addition to the 15 
ships already listed 
as 
possibly 
sunk or badly damaged, an opera-

The 32,720-ton Japanese 
battle- 


ship Nagato was reported listing 
eight degrees to starboard, 
indi- 


cating her hull had been breached 
and her below decks compartments 
were flooding gradually. 


The 27-year-old ship developed a 


slight list after Thursday's under- 
water atomic burst which sent the 
battleship Arkansas, 
the 
carrier 
Saratoga, three 
smaller 
vessels 


and possibly five submarines 
'o 


the bottom of Bikini's oil-slicked 
waters. 


Dr. Ralph A. Sawyer, technics 1 


director of Joint Task Force One, 
believed the Nagato may sink 
jn 


another 24 to 48 hours. 


Meanwhile, Vice Adm. W. H. P. 
Blandy. operation crossroads com- 
mander, braved the "hot" 
waters 


of the rainbow-hued lagoon to see 
for himself what damage the bomb 
had caused. He personally led a 
group of correspondents into 
The 


laPoon for an inspection tour de- 
spite the lingering danger of ra- 
Oioactivity. 


When he returned to his flagship 


USS Mt. McKinley, he and his of- 
ficers settled back to await J-ench- 
Ing-- rains which they 
hope will

Tradewinds have died down com- 
pletely, giving rise to fears that an 
excessive calm may delay full re- 
entry into the lagoon longer than 
the five days originally planned. 
Blandy's inspection of the dam- 
age showed: 


Sunk: the battleship Arkansas, 
aircraft carrier Saratoga, cement 
Yard Oiler 160, one Landing Craft 
(tank) and the Landing Ship me- 
dium 60, from which the bomb 
was suspended for the experimen 
tal underwater blast.

Wo have very nice neighbors and 
the people as a whole are friendly, 
both of which we appreciate; but 
there is one thing we definitely do 
not like, and that is the fact mere 
is no garbage disposal system. 


Hope is known all over the world 
as the home of the largest water- 
melon 
ever 
grown 
and

proud or that, but how much better 
it would be for Hope to be known 
as the cleanest town in the world. 


This can't be true so long .as 


the city doesn't furnish regular, 
say twice-a-wq2k or three-times- 
a-week, garbage disposal. 


At present every lamily has to 
dispose of its garbage either by 
giving or hiring someone to take 
it oil: — then maybe they will and 
maybe they won't. But even if they 
do it's usually only once a week, 
which isn't olten enough even in 
the Winter, much less in Summer, 
to keep homes sanitary, for we 
all know flies and mosquitoes con- 
gregate 
and 
breed 
in unclean 


too, 
that flies are carriers of the 
places. ' Medical science believes, 
most-dreaded disease "polio." Last 
week we had one case of polio 
reported in our city, and if some- 
thing isn't done very quickly a- 
bout garbage disposal we're likely 
to have more. 


Which is more important, for the 


City of Hope to have a big amount 
of money in cash or bonds, or a 
sanitary 
and clean-looking town 
with healthy children playing on 
the walks? After all, Uie city be- 
longs 
to the 
citizens, 
therefore 


conditions should be such that they 
can enjoy. By having regular gar- 
bage disposal, tin cans, papers and 
all trash plus the daily garbage, 
could be placed in large covered 
containers and picked up from the 
rear or each house and not the 
front, thus eliminating burning of 
trash, which not only keeps the 
•atmosphere in a smoky, stifling 
condition but causes many grass 
and rouse fires. 


Recently we have been unable to 
get anyone to remove our garbage, 
so each day have been taking it 
off ourselves; but ii few days agu 
we found a "No Dumping" sign.

Shortly after we moved here a 
good iiiend asked how we liked 
Hope and a quick reply was this: 
Wo have very nice neighbors and 
the people as a whole are friendly, 
both of which we appreciate; but 
there is one thing we definitely do 
not like, and that is the fact mere 
is no garbage disposal system. 


Hope is known all over the world 
as the home of the largest water- 
melon 
ever 
grown 
and 
we're 


proud or that, but how much better 
it would be for Hope to be known 
as the cleanest town in the world. 


This can't be true so long .as 


the city doesn't furnish regular, 
say twice-a-wq2k or three-times- 
a-week, garbage disposal. 


At present every lamily has to 
dispose of its garbage either by 
giving or hiring someone to take 
it oil: — then maybe they will and 
maybe they won't. But even if they 
do it's usually only once a week, 
which isn't olten enough even in 
the Winter, much less in Summer, 
to keep homes sanitary, for we 
all know flies and mosquitoes con- 
gregate 
and 
breed 
in unclean 


too, 
that flies are carriers of the 
places. ' Medical science believes, 
most-dreaded disease "polio." Last 
week we had one case of polio 
reported in our city, and if some- 
thing isn't done very quickly a- 
bout garbage disposal we're likely 
to have more. 


Which is more important, for the 


City of Hope to have a big amount 
of money in cash or bonds, or a 
sanitary 
and clean-looking town 
with healthy children playing on 
the walks? After all, Uie city be- 
longs 
to the 
citizens, 
therefore 


conditions should be such that they 
can enjoy. By having regular gar- 
bage disposal, tin cans, papers and 
all trash plus the daily garbage, 
could be placed in large covered 
containers and picked up from the 
rear or each house and not the 
front, thus eliminating burning of 
trash, which not only keeps the 
•atmosphere in a smoky, stifling 
condition but causes many grass 
and rouse fires. 


Recently we have been unable to 
get anyone to remove our garbage, 
so each day have been taking it 
off ourselves; but ii few days agu 
we found a "No Dumping" sign. 
Now what will the city suggest 
that we do with our scraps, water- 
melon and cantaloupe rinds, peach 
peelings, etc.? 


Hope is too large a town, popu- 
lated with too fine a people to stay

Controls cannot be re-established 


on these items prior to August 20, 
nor at any time thcrcaiter unless 
the board consents.

ments Congress gave the board as 
part of us general job of jurisdic- 
tion over removal and restoration 
of ceilings. 


In effect, the board is an appeal

Testifies He 
Agreed to Pay 
Coffee $2,500

Washington, July 30—(/P)—Eivind 
Anderson, Tacoma, Wash., defense 
contractor, testified today that he 
agreed to pay ?2,500 to Rep. Coffee 
D-Wash) for service in the cap- 
tal. He denied that it was intend- 
ed as a "campaign contributions," 
as Coffee has contended. 


Anderson 
told the Sent

Committee the 
ar- 


•angemenl was made in 1941 in a 
"lonesome 
corridor" 
under

'winding staircase" on the House 
side of the capital. 


He related his version of a con- 


versation, which occurred, he said, 
after a lunch which followed a visit 
which he and Paul A. Olson, then 
Coffee's secretary, had made to 
the War Department. He said he 
received "encouragement" 
there 
.hat he would be awarded a ?936,- 
517 contract. 


The 
conversation 
was ''very 
short," Anderson said.: 


He quoted Coffee as saying that 
"I understand irom Paul that you 
will pay $2,500. for us to represent 
you in Washington.' ' 
"Yes," 
Anderson 
testified 
he 
agreed, "I will be willing to pay 
$2,500 to have representation 
in 


Washington. That will be all right 
with me." 


Anderson said his answer 
ap- 
peared "gratifying to John" and 
quoted Cotfee as saying "if you do 
that, you can depend upon us to 
look after your interests." 


Anderson said that he then in- 
quired whether it aouid be' "all 
right" to send a check-after he re- 
turned to Washington State, and 
quoted the Coiigressman.' as reply- 
ing: 


"That's 
all 
right, 
send it to 
Paul."

Dice, head of OPA's sugar ration- 
ing division, told Congress today 
the nation's acute sugar shortage 
will be cased noon in most places. 


Testifying before ihe House com- 


mittee on loud 
.shortage.;. Dice 


said thai within aboul iwo •••-•ecks 
inuit housewives will be able io 
find sugar enough to meet their 
radon allowances. 


The OPA official said increases 


in sugai imports, plus snipniciits 
of western beet sugar lo eastern 
mark-Ms will relieve shortages. 


Bolli Dice and James M. .Mar- 


hall, head of Ihc Agriculture Dc- 
palir.cnl' sugar branch, 
stressed 


that no increase in the ration al- 
lowance is planned, however.
